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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' communication filed on July 12, 2005 has been carefully studied by 
the Examiner. The arguments advanced therein, considered together with the 
amendment made to the claims, are persuasive. In view of further search, however, a 
relevant document is found; therefore, a new rejection is set forth below. This action is 
not made final. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The prior art documents submitted by applicant in the Information Disclosure 
Statement filed on 07/20/05, have all been considered and made of record (note the 
attached copy of form PTO-1449). 

Specification 

2. Applicants* cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicants 
may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4, Claims 1,14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Togashi (J P 04-053912). 

With respect to claims 1 and 14, Togashi (figures 1 and 2) discloses a method 
and an apparatus of an alignment adjustment device for use with an object, comprising 
an optical socket (2) having a supporting body and defining a fitting hole (figure 1); an 
optical head (6) inserted into the fitting hole of the optical socket (2), the optical head 
photographing the object around a bottom portion of the fitting hole, and outputting an 
image of the object as a read signal together with information representing a 
photographing reference position; an innage processing device to process the read 
signal to detect a difference between the object and the reference position; and a 
moving device to reduce the difference by moving the supporting body and the optical 
socket relative to each other according to the difference (see the abstract). 

With respect to claim 16, Togashi discloses the alignment adjustment device, 
wherein the information representing the reference position being a nnarker indicating a 
predetermined position on a screen of the photographed image (see the abstract). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-5, 15 and 17-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art of record fails to disclose the method of manufacturing an optical 
transceiver, wherein the assembling object including at least one of a light-transmitting 
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substrate and a can package as recited in claim 2; wherein the image of the assembling 
object including at least one of a wiring pattern, a positioning mark, a positioning hole, a 
light-emitting element, a light-receiving element, a lens, and a window of the can 
package which are formed on the assembling object as recited in claims 3 and 18; 
wherein the reference position information being a nnarker representing a screen central 
position of the photographed image as recited in claim 4; wherein the mounting 
including disposing an image-formation position adjustment lens to adjust an image- 
formation position of the image between the optical head and the assembling object so 
as to obtain the image of the assembling object as recited in claims 5 and 19; further the 
information representing the reference position being an alignment mark formed on one 
end face of a columnar body in the optical head, the face facing the object inserted into 
the fitting hole of the optical socket as recited in claim 17. 

Response to Arguments 

6, Applicants' arguments with respect to claims 1-5 and 14-20 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
